Pinned to his coat, the officer 
said, was a p lastic bag containing 
a note and other p ap ers. The note 
asked that A. Carr & Son, An­ 
thony Erena, of the local Moose 
Club, and Henry J. Beichert, of 
51 Abbey street be notified. 
The dangling body wras first 
noticed by Charles Nestell, of 108 
Henry street, an emp loy e of the 
New York Central railroad’s sig­ 
nal maintenance dep artment, p o­ 
lice said. 
Authorities were unable to ob­ 
tain full information on the man, 
but is was learned that he had 
been emp loy ed in a local p rinting 
shop sev eral y ears ago and had 
more recently serv ed as custodian 
at the local Moose Club.

Backers of a third p ossible can­ 
didate Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er, said meanwhile they are set­ 
ting up national and state organi­ 
zations to conduct a camp aign to 
obtain the Rep ublican nomination 
for him. The announcement was 
made by Senator Duff (R.-Pa.) 
and former Senator Harry Darby 
of Kansas, who said details will 
be p ublished shortly . Both con­ 
tend Eisenhower is a Rep ublican 
and will be av ailable. The general 
has not committed himself on 
either p oint. 
In Sacramento, meanwhile, Gov . 
Earl W arren is ex p ected to an­ 
swer "y es” today to the ap p eal of 
some GOP leaders in California 
that he make a try for the coun­ 
try ’s top job. W arren, No. 2 man 
on the Rep ublican ticket in 19 48, 
rev eals his decision at a news 
conference (1 p . m., EST). 
Is No Candidate 
M acArthur has said p ublicly he 
is "not a candidate for the office 
of p resident” and has "no p olitical 
ambitions of any sort.” 
He is 
known to hav e said essentially the 
same thing to Rep ublicans who 
hav e urged him p riv ately to make 
himself av ailable. 
Those who hav e talked to him 
rep ort the general intends to take 
an activ e sp eaking p art in nex t 
y ear’s p residential camp aign, in 
something of the rqje of an elder 
statesman. In a Seattle sp eech 
last night M acArthur sp oke of 
"dip lomatic blunders abroad and 
r e c k l e s s sp endthrift aims at 
home” much as Taft has done. 
Desp ite his disav owals of in­ 
terest, a segment of the Rep ub­ 
lican p arty continues to believ e 
that MacArthur, who will be 72 
nex t January , offers the Rep ub­ 
licans a glamorous figure and a 
dramatic sp eaker who might well 
find a p lace on their ticket. *

A rthur are counted in the Taft 
camp .

A Gasp and a Twitch 
Last Thursday , a doctor p ro­ 
nounced Mrs. Butler dead, p re­ 
sumably from an ov erdose of 
sleep ing p ills. But at the morgue a 
startled attendant heard a gasp 
and saw her jaw twitch. She was 
rushed to a hosp ital. 
Until 
y esterday 
doctors 
had 
feared Mrs. Butler’s brain wnuld 
be damaged from being without 
ox y gen while she ap p eared to be 
lifeless. That would nav e left her 
just “a liv ing v egetable,” 
they 
said. 
When p ronounced dead, she had 
no p ercep tible reflex es, blood p res­ 
sure, 
breathing or heartbeat— 
basic sy mp toms of death. 
Op inions are Altered 
"Ap p arently ,” Dr. Geiger said, 
“we are going to hav e to alter 
our op inions of what are the 
criteria of death.” 
Dr. Geiger said he p ersonally is 
interested in learning if the ad­ 
ministration of whole blood p lay ed 
a significant p art in her recov ery .

14 UP)—India today 
called on the Big Four foreign 
ministers to get together in a 
sup reme effort to ease the ten­ 
sions now frightening the world. 
The suggestion by chief Indian 
Delegate Sir Benegal Rau was 
made to the United Nations Gen­ 
eral Assembly after a series of 
similar ap p eals by sp okesmen for 
smaller countries. 
The most ferv ent and most 
direct ap p eal was made by Den­ 
m ark’s Foreign

K raft told the assembly : "Per­ 
hap s it is of no imp ortance what 
a small country say s and thinks, 
but the small states more than 
any other feel the anx iety and 
disquiet of the p resent day .”

Pusan, Korea, Nov . 14 UP)—The 
U. S. Eighth Army ’s top lawy er 
today said Communist hav e killed 
at least 5,79 0 United Nations p ris­ 
oners of war, other than South 
Korean troop s, in atrocity slay ings 
since the start of the war. 
Col. James M. Hanley of Seattle, 
chief of the Eighth Army ’s judge 
adv ocate section, said in a state­ 
ment nearly 7$ p er cent of the 
listed v ictims were Americans and 
the rest v olunteers from other 
countries. 
"The figures comp iled by the 
United Nations command are far 
from 
comp lete,” 
Hanley 
said, 
"but show a record of killings and 
barbarism unique ev en in Com­ 
munist China.” 
He said untabulated atrocity 
killings of South Korean soldiers 
p robably far outnumber the tab­ 
ulated losses and 
do not 
ev en 
touch atrocity slay ings of Korean 
civ ilians. 
Hanley said South Korean mili­ 
tary casualties in general hav e run 
at least twice th at of other UN 
countries. 
Particular Animosity 
He said also th at North Korean 
and Chinese Red troop s 
hav e 
‘shown p articular animosity to­ 
ward South Korean soldiers and 
there hav e been occasions when 
cap tured 
South 
Koreans 
were 
murdered but other UN troop s 
taken with them were sp ared. 
Hanley ’s 
statem ent estimated 
about 250,000 Korean civ ilians had 
been killed by Communists since 
the start of the fighting. 
He said 25,575 p olitical p risoners 
and local South Korean officials 
were killed in the Red retreat to 
North KoreS in the fall of 19 50. 
An additional 10,284 North Korean 
civ ilians were killed in October as 
the North Korean Army made a 
further retreat toward the Yalu 
riv er border between Korea and 
Manchuria. Most 
of the 
latter 
were labeled “reactionaries,” Han­ 
ley said. 
Hanley ’s figures showed th at 
North Korean Reds had killed 
about 3,000 American p risoners 
of w ar up to Oct. 31, 19 50, about 
the time Red China entered the 
fighting. From then on most of 
the atrocity killings hav e been 
the work of Chinese Reds, he 
said. 
Figures Broken Down 
Since the Chinese entered th£ 
w ar they hav e killed 2,643 UN 
i soldiers, ex clusiv e of South Ko­ 
reans, Hanley rep orted. He said 
North Korean troop s in that time 
! had committed only 147 atrocity 
slay ings. 


j 
Hanley broke down the killings 
| attributed to Chinese since Nov . 
1, 19 50 as follows: 
Americans, 2,513; Turks, 40; 
British, 10; Belgians, fiv e; other 
UN troop s, 75. 
"This is in sharp conflict with 
the Chinese claim of comp liance 
with the Genev a Conv ention in 
the treatm ent of w ar p risoners,’* 
Hanley said. The Chinese Com­ 
munist gov ernment did not sign 
the Genev a Conv ention. 
Hanley said release of Amer­ 
ican p risoners by Chinese Reds 
last w inter was “an obv ious p rop ­ 
aganda attem p t to create a fa­ 
v orable atmosp here for future 
cap tures.” 
“That attem p t was futile and 
that it was so recognized by the 
Chinese is ev ident from the rec­ 
ord of the number of atrocities 
and their failure since early last 
sp ring to release additional p ris­ 
oners.”

New York, Nov . 14 (JP)—New 
York’s municip ally -owned subway 
sy stems were $5,613,541 in the 
red for the three months ended 
Sep t. 30, according to transit of­ 
ficials. A rep ort issued y esterday 
forecast that the loss for the fiscal 
y ear ending nex t August 31 may 
come to $20,000,000, or $5,000,- 
000 more than had been anti* 
cip ated. Nothing official has been 
said about boosting the 10-cent 
fare, but there now is consider­ 
able sp eculation ov er the chances 
of a 15-cent charge for a ride that 
used to be fiv e cents.

Washington, Nov. 14 <A*>—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur^ newest blast 
at the Truman administration in­ 
creased talk among some Repub­ 
licans today of his possibilities as 
a 1952 presidential candidate. 
But Senator Bricker, a backer 
of his Ohio Senate colleague, 
Robert A. Taft, told reporters if 
the 
GOP 
national 
convention 
“was held tomorrow Bob Taft 
would be the nominee.” Taft is 
the only announced candidate. 
Backers of a third possible can­ 
didate Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er, said meanwhile they are set­ 
ting up national and state organi­ 
zations to conduct a campaign to 
obtain the Republican nomination 
for him. The announcement was 
made by Senator Duff (R.-Pa.) 
and former Senator Harry Darby 
of Kansas, who said details will 
be published shortly. Both con­ 
tend Eisenhower is a Republican 
and will be available. The general 
has not committed himself on 
either point. 
In Sacramento, meanwhile, Gov. 
Earl Warren is expected to an­ 
swer “yes” today to the appeal of 
some GOP leaders in California 
that he make a try for the coun­ 
try’s top job. Warren, No. 2 man 
on the Republican ticket in 1948, 
reveals his decision at a news 
conference (lp. rn., EST). 
Is No Candidate 
MacArthur has said publicly he 
is “not a candidate for the office 
of president” and has “no political 
ambitions of any sort.” 
He is 
known to have said essentially the 
same thing to Republicans who 
have urged him privately to make 
himself available. 
Those who have talked to him 
report the general intends to take 
an active speaking part in next 
year’s presidential campaign, in 
something of the rc^e of an elder 
statesman. In a Seattle speech 
last night MacArthur spoke of 
“diplomatic blunders abroad and 
r e c k l e s s spendthrift aims at 
home” much as Taft has done. 
Despite his disavowals of in­ 
terest, a segment of the Repub­ 
lican party continues to believe 
that MacArthur, who will be 72 
next January, offers the Repub­ 
licans a glamorous figure and a 
dramatic speaker who might well 
find a place on their ticket. * 
Essentially, those Republicans 
who are thinking most about Mac­ 
Arthur are counted in the Taft 
camp. There have even been some 
suggestions that Taft and Mac­ 
Arthur team up, but those who 
know the senator and the general 
well are certain neither would be 
interested in second place. 
Returns From Trip 
Rep. Cole (R-N. Y.), just re­ 
turned from a six weeks’ trip to 
Europe during which he talked 
to Eisenhower, said he has a 
“very strong” feeling the general 
is not a candidate for the GOP 
nomination. 
Cole told a reporter he came 
away convinced that Eisenhower 
is interested primarily in stopping 
communism and that “everything 
else, I feel, is secondary to the 
general—and that includes the 
Presidency of the United States.” 
Cole’s concluding talk with the

Physicians Predict 
Full Recovery; 
4Dead? Six Days 


San Francisco, Nov. 14 (A*)— 
Flabbergasted physicians 
today 
predicted the complete recovery 
of Theresa Butler, 60-year-old 
widow pronounced dead and sent 
to the morgue six days ago. 
Mrs. Butler abruptly came out 
of a five-day coma yesterday, 
talked coherently and recognized 
her daughter and Dr. J. C. Geiger, 
city-county public health director. 
“From all medical information 
now possible,” Mrs. Butler will 
probably fully recover,” Geiger 
said after consulting with attend­ 
ing physicians and the daughter, 
Betty Butler. 
A Gasp and a Twitch 
Last Thursday, a doctor pro­ 
nounced Mrs. Butler dead, pre­ 
sumably from an overdose of 
sleeping pills. But at the morgue a 
startled attendant heard a gasp 
and saw her jaw twitch. She was 
rushed to a hospital. 
Until yesterday doctors had 
feared Mrs. Butler’s brain would 
be damaged from being without 
oxygen while she appeared to be 
lifeless. That would mave left her 
just “a living vegetable,” 
they 
said. 
When pronounced dead, she had 
no perceptible reflexes, blood pres­ 
sure, breathing or heartbeat— 
basic symptoms of death. 
Opinions are Altered 
“Apparently,” Dr. Geiger said, 
“we are going to have to alter 
our opinions of what are the 
criteria of death.” 
Dr. Geiger said he personally is 
interested in learning if the ad­ 
ministration of whole blood played 
a significant part in her recovery.

Paris, Nov. 14 CP)—India today 
called on the Big Four foreign 
ministers to get together in a 
supreme effort to ease the ten­ 
sions now frightening the world. 
The suggestion by chief Indian 
Delegate Sir Benegal Rau was 
made to the United Nations Gen­ 
eral Assembly after a series of 
similar appeals by spokesmen for 
smaller countries. 
The most fervent and most 
direct appeal was made by Den­ 
mark’s Foreign M i n i s t e r Ole 
Bjoem Kraft, who asked the lead­ 
ers of the Soviet Union to grasp 
“the hand extended by the ivest.” 
Speakers from Colombia, Uru­ 
guay, and Paraguay pointed out 
that small nations had to pay 
the price of world war, although 
only the big powers had the 
means to start one. 
Feel Situation Strongly 
Kraft told the assembly: “Per­ 
haps it is of no importance what 
a small country says and thinks, 
but the small states more than 
any other feel the anxiety and 
disquiet of the present day.” 
Therefore, he said, he “dared 
to appeal” to the Kremlin to ac­ 
cept the disarmament proposals 
submitted by the United States, 
Britain and France as “an ade­ 
quate basis for work.” 
The diplomatic leaders of the 
Atlantic Pact—U. S. Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson, British For­ 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden and 
French Foreign Minister Robert 
Schumas—were not in the red 
and gold hall of the Palais de 
Chaillot as Kraft spoke.

South Koreans Suffer 
Particular Hatred, Is 
Report 


Pusan, Korea, Nov. 14 UPI—The 
U. S. Eighth Army’s top lawyer 
today said Communist have killed 
at least 5,790 United Nations pris­ 
oners of war, other than South 
Korean troops, in atrocity slayings 
since the start of the war. 
Col. James M. Hanley of Seattle, 
chief of the Eighth Army’s judge 
advocate section, said in a state­ 
ment nearly 75 per cent of the 
listed victims were Americans and 
the rest volunteers from other 
countries. 
“The figures compiled by the 
United Nations command are far 
from 
complete,” 
Hanley 
said, 
“but show a record of killings and 
barbarism unique even in Com­ 
munist China.” 
He said untabulated atrocity 
killings of South Korean soldiers 
probably far outnumber the tab­ 
ulated losses and do not even 
touch atrocity slayings of Korean 
civilians. 
Hanley said South Korean mili­ 
tary casualties in general have run 
at least twice that of other UN 
countries. 
Particular Animosity 
He said also that North Korean 
and Chinese Red troops have 
shown particular animosity to­ 
ward South Korean soldiers and 
there have been occasions when 
captured South Koreans were 
murdered but other UN troops 
taken with them were spared. 
Hanley’s statement estimated 
about 250,000 Korean civilians had 
been killed by Communists since 
the start of the fighting. 
He said 25,575 political prisoners 
and local South Korean officials 
were killed in the Red retreat to 
North Korefi in the fall of 1950. 
An additional 10,284 North Korean 
civilians were killed in October as 
the North Korean Army made a 
further retreat toward the Yalu 
river border between Korea and 
Manchuria. Most of the latter 
were labeled “reactionaries,” Han­ 
ley said. 
Hanley's figures showed that 
North Korean Reds had killed 
about 3,000 American prisoners 
of war up to Oct. 31, 1950, about 
the time Red China entered the 
fighting. From then on most of 
the atrocity killings have been 
the work of Chinese Reds,, he 
said. Figures Broken Down 
Since the Chinese entered thd 
war they have killed 2,643 UN 
soldiers, exclusive of South Ko­ 
reans, Hanley reported. He said 


j North Korean troops in that time 


I had committed only 147 atrocity 
slayings. 
Hanley broke down the killings 
attributed to Chinese since Nov, 
; I, 1950 as follows: 


I 
Americans, 2,513; Turks, 40; 
British, IO; Belgians, five; other 
UN troops, 75. 
“This is in sharp conflict with 
the Chinese claim of compliance 
with the Geneva Convention in 
the treatment of war prisoners,** 
Hanley said. The Chinese Com­ 
munist government did not sign 
the Geneva Convention. 
Hanley said release of Amer­ 
ican prisoners by Chinese Reds 
last winter was “an obvious prop­ 
aganda attempt to create a fa­ 
vorable atmosphere for future 
captures.” 
“That attempt was futile and 
that it was so recognized by the 
Chinese is evident from the rec­ 
ord of the number of atrocities 
and their failure since early last 
spring to release additional pris­ 
oners.”

Cato would have no competition with them. He 
delivered tough speeches and advised the people to 
choose not the gentlest but the roughest of physi­ 
cians. 
He painted no glowing picture of himself 
nor lied about his intentions. 
Of this, Plutarch 
says: 
. .H e (Cato) added, too, that he saw all 
the rest endeavouring after the office with all in­ 
tent, because they were afraid of those who would 
exercise it justly, as* they ougnt.

great and so worthy of great men to be its leaders 
was, it would seem, the Roman people, that they 
did not fear the severity and grim countenance of 
Cato, but rejecting those smooth promisers who 
were ready to do all things to ingratiate them­ 
selves, they took him. . . . ” 
It is interesting to note that all the same argu­ 
ments against candidates were used in ancient 
times that are used against them today. 
For in­ 
stance, they say that Senator Taft lacks beauty of 
appearance. That he does. He would never win a 
beauty contest at Atlantic City, nor does he have 
the charm of manner or the gracefulness of per­ 
sonality o f a Franklin D. Roosevelt or a General 
Eisenhower. He is a homespun sort of personality 
who talks like.a vigorous Yankee—and thinks with 
all the intellectual toughness of one. 
He makes no attem pt to paint roseate pictures 
of the world, his country, or even of himself. Like 
ancient Marcus Cato, he gathers the facts and pre­ 
sents them and if they are unpalatable, it might 
make him unpopular for saying what is undesir­ 
able. 
Yet, if that is the way it needs to be said, 
he says it sc, and it might have saved us our 100,- 
000 casualties in Korea had we listened. 
Perhaps had Bob Taft tailored himself for 
popularity, he might have been president by now 
and the country would have been saved many an 
ordeal, but then he would hot have been Bob Taft, 
but a figurine that some trifler painted to fit a 
mood. 
And as the mood seemed to change, addi­ 
tional paints and lacquers would be added until it 
left an odor of an icebox dish cooked over two or 
three times to which perhaps a curry or a tomato 
paste had been added to disguise its staleness. 
Those who fear facts and arithmetic but who 
specialize in the broad and general so often dislike 
Taft. 
Too many of our politicians substitute glamour 
for integrity, mannerisms for graciousness, the 
quip and gag for knowledge and wisdom, and thus 
we get foul government in which corruption vies 
with chicanery. 
Think of what a low estate we 
have sunk to if any public person can make such a 
speech as Captain Victor Hunt Harding, executive 
director of the Democratic National Congressional 
Committee, permitted himself to say to £ meeting: 
“A great many government workers may feel 
that they have been blanketed in under civil serv­ 
ice. 
But, if the Republicans get control in the 
future, they’ll find the blanket yanked out, and 
they’ll shiver.” 
Then he continued: 
(It is) “unfortunate that many who came here 
as a result of the Democratic Party have so com­ 
pletely forgotten this and now feel they secured 
their positions because of their own ability and 
intelligence.” 
There it is, the degeneracy of a nation. 
Not 
ability and intelligence m atter, but loyalty to a 
party, obedience to the dictates of those who pre­ 
fer to give something for nothing rather than to 
get a dollar’s worth for a dollar paid, w’hich means 
service and responsibility. 
It was stimulating to re-read Plutarch on Cato 
because it is all so modern, so like all the things 
that happen about us. And it is particularly perti­ 
nent to Bob Taft, a factual, intellectual economist 
who speaks his mind with utmost candor. His op­ 
ponents say that he has all the virtues that Plu­ 
tarch attributed to Marcus Cato, but they say that 
he cannot be elected because he lacks what they 
call “sex appeal.” If that is the test of civic vir­ 
tue, why not elect Franchot Tone, the actor who 
spit at a woman? Apparently he does possess sex 
appeal.

ELECTRIC SHOCK TREATMENT 
Even before Wars 1 and 2, there were a large 
number of civilians wearing metal plates in their 
skulls because of injuries. Since the wars there are, 
of course, a great many more. Many of these vic­ 
tims not only suffer with headaches but also with 
deep depression of spirits. One of the latest meth­ 
ods of removing depression of spirits is by elective 
shock treatments, causing convulsions from which 
many of the patients get great relief from their 
symptoms. The problem was whether it would be 
safe for a patient with a metal plate in his skull to 
undergo electric shock treatment. 
In the Journal of Mental Science, London, Dr. 
H. Osmond gives an account of electric convulsion 
treatm ent of a patient with a tantalum plate in his 
skull, which is the first report of such a case. The 
patient was a man, aged 30, with a depressive 
state following severe head injury. Skull X-ray 
pates showed a large metal plate in the left front 
and side of forehead and a retained metal frag­ 
ment on the inner surface of the roof of the skull 
near the right border of the plate. There was nat­ 
urally some doubt as to what might happen if 
electric-shock convulsion treatm ents were given to 
a patient with a tantalum plate in his head, but the 
patient consented to the treatm ent and seven elec­ 
tric convulsion treatm ents were ‘given without 
untoward effect. Complete recovery followed. 
While there may not be many cases like this 
one, with the increase in extensive brain surgery, 
it is possible that from time to time electric shock 
treatm ent might be withheld from other patients 
because of doubts about the safety when, if given, 
it could perhaps produce speedy relief. 
I have wTitten several times about the operation 
lobotomy (the cutting of the nerves supplying the 
large front lobes of the brain). This gives relief 
from deep grief and depression but in some cases, 
while giving this needed relief, leaves the patient 
almost childish, accepting no responsibility in life 
whatever. 
If the simpler electric shock treatm ent can be 
substituted for this operation in the case of a pa­ 
tient with metal plates in his skull, then thanks is 
due to the above-mentioned patient who first gave 
his consent to this treatment.

bers of Congress and observers 
who have just had a chance to 
read the printed record of the 
Senate Internal Security Com­ 
mittee are beginning to express 
amazement at the apparent in­ 
fluence of Communist sympathiz­ 
ers on American government poli­ 
cies, especially in the F ar East. 
The • testimony is really sensa­ 
tional, and when Senator McCar- 
ran, Democrat, chairman, advised 
recently that judgment be sus­ 
pended till the rest of the record 
could be made available, he was 
undoubtedly hinting at further 
revelations to come. 
W hat is clear already is that 
the Senate Subcommittee headed 
by Senator Tydings of Maryland, 
Democrat, 
last 
year 
failed 
to 
take advantage of the opportuni­ 
ties it had to uncover some of 
the very things now being dis­ 
closed. 
Thus, .in the new testimony are 
to be found the statements of 
Alexander Barmine, who is em­ 
ployed at present by the Depart­ 
ment of State as Chief of the 
Russian unit of the “Voice of 
America.” Mr. Barmine testified 
that he was one time in the So­ 
viet diplomatic service and was 
also a retired brigadier general 
and served in military intelligence 
of the Soviet Army. He declared 
under bath that in talks W’ith gen­ 
eral Berzin, head of the Soviet 
intelligence, the names of certain 
Americans 
were 
mentioned 
as 
“our men.” 
It turns out that some of these 
same persons were under scrutiny 
by the Tydings committee and 
were apparently exonerated by its 
report. Yet it fs revealed now 
that, while the FBI interrogated 
Mr. Barmine, the Tyding^ com­ 
mittee never summoned him to 
testify and, so far as the record 
snow's, the Tydings committee did 
not obtain from him what the 
FBI did. 
This raises anew’ the question 
of why the Tydings committee 
failed to make a thorough inves­ 
tigation. Page after page of the 
printed testimony of the the Mc- 
Carran committee raises doubts 
concerning various persons men­ 
tioned in the hearings or referred 
to in documents obtained from 
the files of the Institute of Pacific 
Relations. Why didn’t the Tydings

about 
that phase of the investigation 
which the FBI had conducted?

Facts about the indifference to 
FBI material are gradually being 
revealed to a public which has 
bGlieved implicitly that, because 
the FBI was and is on the job, 
no Communists suspected of dis­ 
loyalty or as bad security risks 
could possibly go without being 
exposed or prosecuted. 
But the FBI does not prosecute 
unless the criminal division of the 
Department of Justice orders it 
done. 
Likewise, 
much 
evidence 
which might create doubts as to 
loyalty or security of an individ­ 
ual sufficient to cause a loyalty 
board to render an adverse judg­ 
ment against him would not al­ 
ways be adequate to obtain a 
conviction in court because of the 
vagueness of the statutes. 
Lately there has been some 
public 
discussion 
that 
senators 
who make charges about disloy­ 
alty should present their evidence 
to the Grand Jury or shut up. But 
it is not the function to mem­ 
bers of Congress to prosecute or 
to appear before grand juries. It 
is the function of committees to 
investigate many cases which do 
not involve specific violations of 
law but which do involve govern­ 
ment security or retention by an 
employe of his post in the gov­ 
ernment. 
Thus, 
Alger 
Hiss 
was 
not 
caught by the FBI or by the De­ 
partm ent of Justice in the first 
instance, 
though 
reports 
about 
him were submitted to the State 
Department 
by 
the 
FBI 
and 
ignored. It was the House Un- 
American 
Activities 
Committee 
which caughl Hiss in a lie and 
forced 
the 
trial 
on 
perjury 
charges. 
So Congressional inquiries have 
an important place in the drive 
to rid the government of Com­ 
munist sympathizers, and that is 
one reason why much of 
the 
w’ork left undone by the Tydings 
Committee is now’ being thor­ 
oughly done by the McCarran 
Committee. The testimony, copies 
of which are obtainable at the 
Government Printing Office, is the 
most 
sensational 
material 
yet 
made available to the public on 
the subject of Communistic ac­ 
tivity in our goverrnment, and 
the largest part of the revelations 
has never been published in the 
press or over the radio.

Other educational agencies must do 
their share if the child is to become a useful 
citizen. Ranking with the school in respon­ 
sibility are both the home and the church. 
Youth agencies and organizations for young 
people as well as the newspapers, the radio 
and the - movies also have educational re­ 
sponsibilities. 
Mrs. John E. Hayes, president of the Na­ 
tional Congress of Parents and Teachers in 
calling attention to the relationship of the 
school to the home and the commuuity says 
there can be no outsider in education to­ 
day. From the moment the child wakes in 
the morning until he climbs into bed at 
night, he never .stops learning. It is neces­ 
sary, therefore, constantly to improve not 
only the school but also the genera environ­ 
ment in which the child receives his educa­ 
tion. Recognizing that the lasting defenses 
of this nation lie in the character and citizen­ 
ship of its children-k-home, school and com­ 
munity share as equal partners. Theirs is the 
responsibility for the growth of all our chil­ 
dren toward maturity into useful, fruitful 
citizens able to sustain and enhance the free 
ways of free men. 
The two major activities which distinguish 
American Education Week are school visita­ 
tion and educational interpretation. A spe­ 
cial invitation is extended to parents to visit 
the schools this week. 


BURIED TREASURE 
A story from Portsmouth, England, has all 
the trappings of a novel by Robert Louis 
Stevenson. Fifteen adventurers have set 
sail for the South China seas in search of pi­ 
rate treasure believed to have been buried 
by Captain William Kidd* as swashbuckling 
a buccaneer as ever paced a deck or hoisted 
the skull and crossbones. Reading about the 
charts found in an old desk, which inspired 
the expedition, one almost expects to en­ 
counter some such character as Long John 
Silver, straight from the pages of “Treasure 
Island,” with his- parrot perched on his 
shoulder talking about pieces of eight. 
There is something incongruous and 
vaguely romantic about reading of a hunt 
for pirate gold in this day of the jet air­ 
plane and streamlined living. Perhaps this 
expedition, like so many before, will fail 
to find the prize. It may even be, as some 
people maintain, that Captain Kidd’s treas­ 
ure never really existed. But the spirit of 
adventure which prompts men to go off to 
seek it is bound to fascinate those of us 
who remember boyhood dreams of such en­ 
terprises, but who remain at home to carry 
on the tasks of earning a living by less color­ 
ful but more reliable methods. 


QUALIFIED ACCEPTANCE 
One of the qualities of the person with a 
solid spiritual background is the ability to 
accept undesirable situations which confront 
him without ranting against them, and yet 
to continue to try to better them. It is not 
a matter of accepting a situation with a 
shrug or a sigh and the declaration that, “It 
was meant to be,” for that is spiritual lazi­ 
ness. It is a matter of asking very seriously, 
“Was it meant to be?” 
When a person of spiritual strength faces 
conditions, in personal or community life, 
which his conscience tells him are wrong, 
he cannot shrug them off with the easy ex­ 
planation that .they were brought about by 
powers higher than himself. He cannot set 
his mind at ease by saying that there is noth­ 
ing he can do. He* finds ease of mind by 
knowing that he will have the fortitude to 
endure galling circumstances as long as he 
can see that it is unavoidable, and as long as 
lie is really trying to set things right His

THE GREATNESS THAT WAS ROMS 
The Romans had a high civil official called a 
censor whose business it was to tell the truth. 
Marcus Cato, a plain and rugged man, aspired to 
the post, but the aristocrats and the rich and those 
who preferred a smooth life were opposed to his 
candidacy. 
They brought forth a numbea of very fine candi­ 
dates, soft spoken and gentle, who made promises 
to the people to giv^ them an indulgent and easy 
government. 
f 
Cato would have no competition with them. He 
delivered tough speeches and advised the people to 
choose not the gentlest but the roughest of physi­ 
cians. 
He painted no glowing picture of himself 
nor lied about his intentions. 
Of this, Plutarch 
says: 
. .H e (Cato) added, too, that he saw all 
the rest endeavouring after the office with all in­ 
tent, because they were afraid of those who would 
exercise it justly, as* they ought. 
And so truly 
great and so worthy of great men to be its leaders 
was, it would seem, the Roman people, that they 
did not fear the severity and grim countenance of 
Cato, but rejecting those smooth promisers who 
were ready to do all things to ingratiate them­ 
selves, they took him. . . . ” 
It is interesting to note that all the same argu­ 
ments against candidates were used in ancient 
times that are used against them today. 
For in­ 
stance, they say that Senator Taft lacks beauty of 
appearance. That he does. He would never win a 
beauty contest at Atlantic City, nor does he have 
the charm of manner or the gracefulness of per­ 
sonality o ^ a Franklin D. Roosevelt or a General 
Eisenhower. He is a homespun sort of personality 
who talks like.a vigorous Yankee—and thinks with 
all the intellectual toughness of one. 
He makes no attem pt to paint roseate pictures 
of the world, his country, or even of himself. Like 
ancient Marcus Cato, he gathers the facts Gnd pre­ 
sents them and if they are unpalatable, it might 
make him unpopular for saying what is undesir­ 
able. 
Yet, if that is the way it needs to be said, 
he say’s it sc, and it might have saved us our 100,- 
000 casualties in Korea had we listened. 
Perhaps had Bob Taft tailored himself for 
popularity, he might have been president by now 
and the country would have been saved many an 
ordeal, but then he would hot have been Bob Taft, 
but a figurine that some trifler painted to fit a 
mood. 
And as the mood seemed to change, addi­ 
tional paints and lacquers would be added until it 
left an odor of an icebox dish cooked over two or 
three times to which perhaps a curry or a tomato 
paste had been added to disguise its staleness. 
Those who fear facts and arithmetic but who 
specialize in the broad and general so often dislike 
Taft. 
Too many of our politicians substitute glamour 
for integrity, mannerisms for graciousness, the 
quip and gag for knowledge and wisdom, and thus 
we get foul government in which corruption vies 
with chicanery. 
Think of what a low estate we 
have sunk to if any public person can make such a 
speech as Captain Victor Hunt Harding, executive 
director of the Democratic National Congressional 
Committee, permitted himself to say to a meeting: 
“A great many government workers may feel 
that they have been blanketed in under civil serv­ 
ice. 
But. if the Republicans get control in the 
future, they’ll find the blanket yanked out, and 
they’ll shiver.” 
Then he continued: 
(It is) “unfortunate that many who came here 
as a result of the Democratic Party have so com­ 
pletely forgotten this and now feel they secured 
their positions because of their own ability and 
intelligence.” 
There it is, the degeneracy of a nation. 
Not 
ability and intelligence m atter, but loyalty to a 
party, obedience to the dictates of those who pre­ 
fer to give something for nothing rather than to 
get a dollar’s worth for a dollar paid, which means 
service and responsibility. 
It WMS stimulating to re-read Plutarch on Cato 
because it is all so modern, so like all the things 
that happen about us. And it is particularly perti­ 
nent to Bob Taft, a factual, intellectual economist 
w’ho speaks his mind with utmost candor. His op­ 
ponents say that he has all the virtues that Plu­ 
tarch attributed to Marcus Cato, but they say that 
he cannot be elected because he lacks what they 
call “sex appeal.” If that is the test of civic vir­ 
tue, why not elect Franchot Tone, the actor who 
spit at a woman? Apparently he does possess sex 
appeal.

ELECTRIC SHOCK TREATMENT 
Even before Wars I and 2, there were a large 
number of civilians wearing metal plates in their 
skulls because of injuries. Since the wars there are, 
of course, a great many more. Many of these vic­ 
tims not only suffer with headaches but also with 
deep depression of spirits. One of the latest meth­ 
ods of removing depression of spirits is by electee 
shock treatments, causing convulsions from w'hich 
many of the patients get great relief from their 
symptoms. The problem was whether it would be 
safe for a patient with a metal plate in his skull to 
undergo electric shock treatm ent. 
In the Journal of Mental Science, London, Dr. 
H. Osmond gives an account of electric convulsion 
treatm ent of a patient with a tantalum plate in his 
skull, which is the first report of such a case. The 
patient was a man, aged 30, with a depressive 
state following severe head injury. Skull X-ray 
pates showed a large metal plate in the left front 
and side of forehead and a retained metal frag­ 
ment on the inner surface of the roof of the skull 
near the right border of the plate. There was nat­ 
urally some doubt as to what might happen if 
electric'shock convulsion treatm ents were given to 
a patient with a tantalum plate in his head, but the 
patient consented to the treatm ent and seven elec­ 
tric convulsion treatm ents were ‘given without 
untoward effect. Complete recovery followed. 
While there may not be many cases like this 
one, with the increase in extensive brain surgery, 
it is possible that from time to time electric shock 
treatm ent might be withheld from other patients 
because of doubts about the safety when, if given, 
it could perhaps produce speedy relief. 
I have written several times about the operation 
lobotomy (the cutting of the nerves supplying the 
large front lobes of the brain). This gives relief 
from deep grief and depression but in some cases, 
while giving this needed relief, leaves the patient 
almost childish, accepting no responsibility in life 
whatever. 
If the simpler electric shock treatm ent can be 
substituted for this operation in the case of a pa­ 
tient with metal plates in his skull, then thanks is 
due to the above-mentioned patient who first gave 
his consent to this treatm ent.

Washington, Nov. 14 UPI—Mem­ 
bers of Congress and observers 
who have just had a chance to 
read the printed record of the 
Senate Internal Security Com­ 
mittee are beginning to express 
amazement at the apparent in­ 
fluence of Communist sympathiz­ 
ers on American government poli­ 
cies, especially in the F ar East.

W hat * is clear already Is that 
the Senate Subcommittee headed

Thus, .in the new testimony are 
to be found the statements of 
Alexander Barmine, who is em­ 
ployed at present by the Depart­ 
ment of State as Chief of the 
Russian unit of the “Voice of 
America.”

“Chairman McCarran; Senator, 
can you do any more than wonder 
about it? ” 
Facts about the indifference to 
FBI material are gradually being 
revealed to a public which has 
believed implicitly that, because 
the FBI was and is on the job, 
no Communists suspected of dis­ 
loyalty or as bad security risks 
could possibly go without being 
exposed or prosecuted. 
But the FBI does not prosecute 
unless the criminal division of the 
Department of Justice orders it 
done. 
Likewise, 
much 
evidence 
which might create doubts as to 
loyalty or security of an individ­ 
ual sufficient to cause a loyalty 
board to render an adverse judg­ 
ment against him would not al­ 
ways be adequate to obtain a 
conviction in court because of the 
vagueness of the statutes. 
Lately there has been some 
public 
discussion that senators 
who make charges about disloy­ 
alty should present their evidence 
to the Grand Jury or shut up. But 
it is not the function to mem­ 
bers of Congress to prosecute or 
to appear before grand juries. It 
is the function of committees to 
investigate many cases which do 
not involve specific violations of 
law but which do involve govern­ 
ment security or retention by an 
employe of his post in the gov­ 
ernment.

partm ent of Justice in the first 
instance,

Central Hudson Gas & Electric 
Corporation y esterday filed with 
the Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission a registration statement 
covering the issue of 40,000 shares 
of cumulative preferred stock, par 
value $100 a share. The dividend 
rate and public offering price will 
be filed later by amendment. 
Net proceeds from the sale of 
the new stock will help finance 
the utility company ’s construc­ 
tion program, expected to cost 
approximately $35,000,000 during 
1951 through 1954. 
$11,000,000 
will be spent during 1951, $6,000,- 
000 during 1952^ $10,000,000 dur­ 
ing 1953 and $8,000,000 during 
1954. 
Chief items in the program are 
the completion of a 60,000 kilo­ 
w att generating unit at the Dans- 
kammer Point steam station on 
the Hudson River, completion of 
a 25,000 kilowatt hy droelectric 
plant a t Grahamsville and instal­ 
lation of a second 60,000 kilowatt 
unit at Danskammer Point. 
Power From Our Stations 
As a result of this program, the 
company estimates for the y ear 
1952 that 75 per cent of its elec­ 
tricity requirements, exclusive of 
surplus sales, will be generated by 
the company ’s own station and 25 
per cent will be purchased else­ 
where. 
The first Danskammer Point 
unit is scheduled for operation 
the latter part of 1952. 
During 
the twelve months ending August

Central Hudson Gas A Electric 
Corporation yesterday filed with 
the Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission a registration statement 
covering the issue of 40,000 shares 
of cumulative preferred stock, par 
value $100 a share. The dividend 
rate and public offering price will 
be filed later by amendment. 
Net proceeds from the sale of 
the new stock will help finance 
the utility company’s construc­ 
tion program, expected to cost 
approximately $35,000,000 during 
1951 through 1954. 
$11,000,000 
will be spent during 1951, $6,000,- 
000 during 1952^ $10,000,000 dur­ 
ing 1953 and $8,000,000 during 
1954. 
Chief items in the program are 
the completion of a 60,000 kilo­ 
watt generating unit at the Dans- 
kammer Point steam station on 
the Hudson River, completion of 
a 25,000 kilowatt hydroelectric 
plant a t Grahamsville and instal­ 
lation of a second 60,000 kilowatt 
unit at Danskammer Point.

The first Danskammer Point 
unit is scheduled for operation 
the latter part of 1952.

dualistic in his activity. “It some­ 
times takes,” she said, 
“from 
about October to February for a 
nursery school group to ‘jell,* with 
a marked change observed by 
teachers in the children following 
the Christmas vacation.”

“The decision to 
give up spring practice is part 
of a long range study of all out- 
of-season athletic schedules, the 
purpose of which is to adjust 
those schedules to the best in­ 
terests of the players.”

pound giant who delights in blocking punts and making things miser­ 
able for opposing backfield men. 
In Don Jackson they boast the 
mightiest high school runner in the district, a dazzling, hard-driving 
back who has spearheaded Newburgh’s brilliant successes. 
Richie 
Spreer. the basketball whiz, is an able passer. 
This Newburgh juggernaut has resourcefulness, agility, guile and 
power. What else can you ask? 
“Bo” Gill, the part-time waterboy of the Los Angeles Rams, 
has been making like Gabriel about the Goldbacks since the start 
of the season. Gill’s confidence in Coach Stan Hemingway’s boys 
was apparently not misplaced. He will lead the hungry horde to 
Kingston to exact Its full cup of revenge and the gates of mercy 
will be closed that day. That 8-1-1 five-year record taunts New­ 
burgh followers who were accustomed to having their teams whip 
Kingston with monotonous ease. 
Not so, since Bill Burke came 
on the scene.

What about Kingston’s chances? Anything can happen in a foot­ 
ball game as Holy Cross showed Boston College one day. 
Bill Burke will do a good job getting the Maroons “up” for the 
big one. 
He can sow the seeds of inspiration for what could be a 
tremendous upset.
